may be fiatly coutcted of great ignoꝛance, when 
the Angel in ths.17.chap. ofthis pzophecy teſti- 
fieth that her name is Babilon ina myſterp, as 
in the, 11, chap. that ſhe is ſpiritually called So- 
doma & Egiptus, nat in reſpea of ſituation of the 
place, but in ſimilitude ⁊ i1kenes of conditions. 

Mherfoꝛc it remapnetb, that ( accozding ts 


my pꝛomiſe) J pꝛoue Babilon here mencioneb, 


to be Rome . The greateſt controuerſy Þ thys 
dap troubleth the woꝛld, is where þ true church 
of God ſhuld be, Papiſts making great bzags 


that it is on their ſide, + we affirming that it is 


en our ſide . This controuerſy will ſone be cut 
of,+ bzought to an end, if it may be ſhewed, that 
Babilõ is Rome. Foz then cennot Rome be the 
church ol Chꝛiſt, but the church sf Antichziſt: x 
therfoze it ſtant eth me vpon, to bzing very god 
and ſubſtantial pꝛoues, to maintain this m aſ⸗ 
ſertion, Þ Babylon is Rome. But what pꝛoues 
map be counted ſuſficient e Js not the autozity 


of holy ſcriptures, « the teſtimony of auncient 
Doctozs 
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Docto2s of Þ church, god x ſubſtantiall pzones? 
Cher foꝛe if autozity of ſcriptures be a god and 
ſubſtantial pꝛofe, ye ſhal haue ſcriptures : if co 
ſent of auncient wziters in tbe ſame ſentence 
be of any value, you ſhall haue plenty, 

And firſt beginning w ſcriptures, à will not 
alledge ſuch places as be hard 4 darke to vnder- 
Aand, but ſuch as be plaine, euident t manifeſt, 
and can receive no other interpꝛetacion to ſatiſ⸗ 
fy the iudgement of any reaſonable man. J o⸗ 
mit therfoze ſo many figures as in this Reuela⸗ 
tion da nat very obſcurely ſignify , but tuen di⸗ 
rectly poynt & paint out p̊ Antichzifttan church, 
Foz although they do ſo aptly «& fitly agrie ther- 
to,as a man might eaſely iudge, they wer made 


euen fo2 the ſame purpoſe ; pet becauſe they 


might be w2efted to ſom other meaning, it᷑ ma⸗ 
nifeſt places did not withſtand: J will leaue all 
aduauntage that J might take of them , 4 hold 
me onelp at this tunc, to thoſe playne £ euident 
demonſtrations, which wich no equity nv2 cons 
ſcience can adznit any other interpꝛetacid. One⸗ 
ly A wi here note, yp fozaſmuch as all figures, 
types and coulozs contavned in this boke, map 
ſo connentently be applied to Rome, as though 
they had bene p2operly appoynted to deſcribe 
ber (as they wer in dcede) it is a great pꝛeiudite 
agaynſt Rome, although no playner pzoues 
might ks bought , But when ſo playne argu-

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ments ar bꝛought fozth,that wout to much im⸗ 
pudency cannot be auoided, t al other figures x 
dark ſpeches agree acco2dingly, it is a manifeſt 
couictton Þ Rome is none other but this Babilõ. 

But to begin w theſe plaine places as J haue 
pꝛomiſed, the firſt ſhalbe out ofthe.ii.chapter of 
this Reuelation. p place befoze alledged : wher 
it is declared, Godinal times,yea inthe grea⸗ 
feſt perſecution, would maintain his Church, x 
reſerue at the leaſt two witneſſes which ſhuld 
teſtify ofhis truth, in ſpight of Antichziſt x hys 
adherents, Which although the moſtrous beaſt 
that ariſeth out ofthe bottomles pit, ſhuld mur⸗ 
ther + ſlay : yet God ſhould reſtoꝛe them to lyfe 


again,continually ſtirring vp a ſufficient num⸗ 
ber to beare witnes of his name x doctrine, Jn * 


that chapter I ſay is contained, that when tbe 
beaſt hadmurdered them, he ſhould enuy them 
the bonoz of burial, + ſo their bodies ſhould lye 
inthe ſtrerte oꝛ market place of that great city, 


which is ſpiritually called Sodoma # Aegyptus 


wher our Loꝛd was crucified , Declaring ther⸗ 
by, that as Rome had lain 4 crucfied the head, 
ſo ſhould Rome perſecute the members: and in 
the ſame city wher their Loꝛd was murthercd, 
the ſeruaunts alſo ſhould be perſecuted. 

But here a man would thinke, p J were im⸗ 
pudent,to affirme that our ſauiour Chꝛiſt was 
crucified at Rome, whom al the wozld —

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to haue ſuffered death at Icruſalem , But you 
muſt call to remembꝛante, pat the firſt J gaue 
warning, that A did not vnder ſtand Rome fo2 p 
topography of Rome, that is, ſo much ground 
onely as is compaſſed within the walles ol that 
city, but foz ths regqunet , gouernance, 4 p2ero- 
gatiue that is clapmed, by reaſon of that citp, oʒ 
that monarchie, wherof Rome is the head: and 
then J chall eaſelp pꝛoue, tbat Chꝛiſt was cru- 
cified at Rome . Foz by whom was he condem⸗ 
ned? Was it not by Pilate the Deputy oz Liefe⸗ 
tenant of Romane Empire:? Foz what cauſe 
92 crime was he adiudged to dye? Was it nat 
foztreaſon pzetended to be comitted againſt the 
Romane Empyze? With what binde of Execu⸗ 

tion was he put to death: Was it not ſuch as 

was vſuall by þ lawes of the Romanes, fo ſuch 

haynous offences as were vniuſtly tayd to hys 


charge: Finally, was not the place wherein hs 


ſuffered, within the circute of the Romane Ems 
pyꝛe? Pay J not then iuſtly affirme, phe was 


ſcruciſied at Rome, when by the Romanc Judge 


be was condemned foꝛ a crime againſt the Ro- 
mane ſtate, and executed by a kinde of death aps 
pointed by the Romane lawes, t ina place of 
the Romane dominion ? 4s fo; the Iewes, they 
had at that time no autozity to put any man to 
death,as they confeſſe them ſelues,when Pilate 
bad them take hun, and iudge him accoꝛding to

their owne lawe, meaning they ſhould decree i 
ſome ligt puniſhment againſt him, they aun- ch 
ſwered: Jt is not lawfall foz vs to put any man tt 
to death, ⁊ he hath deſerued to dye. As touching te 
the cauſe, although they accuſed him of blaſphe⸗ th 
mp, in that he made himſelfe the ſonne of God, 
pet could he not bocondemnedfo; that, becnuſe 
Pilate would admit noacctiſation , but ſuch as p 
confapned a crime agayntt the Romanelawes, 6 
And as foꝛ the death of thecroſle , it is manifeu 
to be pꝛoper to þ Romancs, foz the Icwes would q. 
haue ſtoned him, if they might haue condemnen t 
him fo2 blaſphemy,accozding tothe law of No- 
ſes. And that the Angel in Þ place by nomeanes * 
can vnderſtãd Icruſalem, it is manifeſt bytheſe . 
reaſons: Firſt, that he calleth it that great city, Ne. 
which term could neuer be ſpoke of leruſalem: 
alſo he calleth it Sodoma and Aegiptus, which 
was the ſea of the monſtrous beaſt Antichzift, . 
which in other places is often called Babylon, 
wheras no man euer did imagine, that Icruſa- 
lem ſhould be called Sodoma, Aegipt, oz Babils, 
Adde hereunto, that Ieruſalem, the plate whers | 
Chꝛiſt ſaffced, was vtterly deſtroied in H. Iohns . 
time, whereby it is euident, that by thys great. 
City , ſpiritually called Babilon, Sodoma, and 
Aegiptus, is ment none other but the Romane 
Emppꝛe, which crucified the head, and ſhould 0 
alſo bʒing foꝛth the monttrous beak oy" £0 
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which ſhould tozment and afflict the member s 
which began with murther of the Loꝛde, and 
Gould continue, till it were deſtroyed, in mur⸗ 
thering of the ſeruante s. And by thys playne 
text, which canot be wꝛeſted to any other ſence, 
this great City Babilon, wkere Chꝛiſt was cru⸗ 
cifted, is pꝛoued to be Rome, and the aucthozity, * 
rule, and power of the Romane City, 2 
The ſeconvplaine and cuident pzwfe which J 
will vſe at thys tyme , ſhall be taken out cfthe 
13, Chapter ofthis Revelation , where that euil 
bapen beaſt is deſcribed , which is the head ol 
he perſecuting malignant church: bauing. vi. 
heads, 4 ten ho2nes , and is the ſame which af- 
er warde in the, 17. chapter beareth the great 
whoze Babilon, p mother of all abominations 
ff the earth. ho ſo therfoze that wil compare 
eſe things that ars wꝛitten in this boke, cons 
erning the diſpoſition of that monſtrous braſt, 
vyth thoſe thinges ttat the Pzophet Daniel in 
he. 7. chapter ot his pzophecy deſcribeth of the 
. beaſtes, and ſpecially ofthe fourth, which all 
nen confeſfe to be the Romane Empire, except 
je be to much blynded with frowardnes & xper- 
eat þ*Saffection: he muſt needs acknowledge,tiat 
nd Ibis beaſt which lohn painteth out, is the ſame 
hat Daniel ſetteth out: which contayning in it 
be cruelty of the Leoparde, the Beare, and the 
pon, which were the fozmer 9 , 1 
vnly

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vnlyke to them all, x therfoꝛe is the fourth Em 
ptre, which a!l p ws2ld acknowledgeth to be the 
Monarchy of Rome, What ſhould J ſpeake of 
the nũber of the hoznes,equal in both, x general- 
ly of all other partes of their diſcription, which 
s ſet foꝛth ſo like, x almoſt with the ſame wozds 

both ol the one, x of the other, that it were mere 
madnes to imagine that this beaſt which lohn 
deſcribeth, chould be any other, then that Dani- 
ell had ſo long befoze poztraited . Then if ths 
Beaſt in Damels diſcription, doth ſignifye the 
fourth kingdome, as the Angell expoundeth it, 
which no man will deny to be the Romane B9- 
narchie: The lame monſtrous Beaſt, beyng 
here painted out in this Reuelation, wyth the 
ſame ſhape, couloꝛs and conditions, muſt needs 
ftanify the Romane Empire, and ſo Babylon by 
this reaſon alſo is pꝛoued to be Rome. 

The third argument oꝛ pꝛofe is taken out of 
the. iy. chapter ofthis Reuelation, ⁊ the. 9. verſe 
Wher the Angell expounding to S. lohn the 
miſtery of the beaſt with ſeuen heads, declareth 
in very plame wo2ds, that the ſeuen beades do 
ſignify ſeuen hyls, wheron the woman ſitteth. 
Now ſeing it is euident, that the woman ſigni⸗ 
fietha great City, we muſt ſe where we can 
finde a great City builded vpon ſeuen hyls, and 
that by the inte rpꝛetation of the Angell is Ba- 
by lon, the Ser of Antichziſt. And if we ſeeke 
thzongh- 
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thꝛoughout d whole — ſhal we finds 
a great City builded vpon ſeuen hyls , but that 
great City in Italy? Which al wziters,Poets, 
Hiſtoꝛiers, Coſmographers, with one coſent do 
confeſſe to be Rome, which is builded vpon. vi. 
hils, whoſe names are theſe : Palatinus, Capi- 
tolinus, Auẽtinus, Exquilinus, Viminalis, Qui- 
rinalis,and Cælius. This is ſo plain a notacion 
of Rome to be Babylon, builded on ſeuen byls, 
that the Angel could not moze plainly haue ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed Rome, tbsugh he had named her. Nay 
this is a mozeeuident and certaine deſcription 
ol Kome, to be the Ser of Antichziſt, then ik in 
plain wozds he had ſaid Babylon is Rome. Foz 
it might be that ſome other City then that here 
was ment, might haue the name of Rome, but 
no other Citye could haue this notacion., ta ber 
builded ou ſeuen hyls. Foz Conſtantinopolis 
was afterward called new Rome, but Conſti- 
tinopolis was not builded vpon ſeuen hyls like 
vnta old Rome. Therkoze this is a UNE ma- 
nifeft cirtumlocution of Rome, which with no 
reaſon tan receine anyother grpoſition, ...; ..... . 
Foz what Bop going. ta the Gramer ſthole, 
and reading in Virgils Georgikees thys verſe: 
Septem quæ vna ſibi muro circundedit axces. 
That City(ſaith Virgil) iuhich hath compaſſed 
ſeuen hyls within ber wall, what Boy J ſayin. 
the Grammer ſchole, doth net vnderſtand this 
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fo be ment of the City of Rome, although the 
Poet in that place, dot not once name Rome? 
Uh what face therfoze wyll any man deny, 
that the Angel here meaneth any other City by 
this Periphꝛaſis x cirtumlocution, then Rome: 
Fo2 if any man wyll be ſo froward to except, 
that the woꝛd ofhyls is not taken in the pꝛoper 
ſence,but ſiguratiuely and Petaphoztcally foz 
ſome other thing, as ſome would ſeme to inter 
p2ete ſeuen hils in this plate, foʒ. vu kingdoms, 
he ſhall plainly be conuinced by theſe reaſons: 
Firſt it wer abſurd, that the Angell ſhould re⸗ 
peate one thing t wiſe, foꝛ in the nert clauſe her 
ſheweth, that the ſeuen heads do ſignify kyng⸗ 
doms alſo , But ſpecially we muſt remember, 
that this is an interpꝛetacid of the Angel, which 
muſt either be plaine t caſy to be vnderſtod, oz 
els it deſerueth not p name of an interpꝛetatiõ. 
CTherkoꝛe if the Angel, offering to expound the 
myſtery of the ſeuen heads, geueth this expoſi⸗ 
tion, that they ſignify ſeuen hyls: if hyls be not 


taken in their pꝛoper ſente, to what purpoſe ſer 


ueth this expoſttion? Foz if the name of hyls 
hath nede of an other expoſition, he had bene as 
god to haue left the name of heaves vnerponn - 
ded, And as foz the inferpzctacio of hyls to ſig⸗ 
nify Rings. is moꝛe obſcure, dark, far fet, then 
that heads ſhuld repꝛe ſent Rings, foz it is moze 
apt by Petaphoꝛe, to call a Ring an head, _

to call him an hyl. Therfoze except we wil ſay, 
that the inter pꝛetacion of the Angel is in vain, 
pea moze darke, then the thing that is expoun⸗ 
ded by him, we muſt needes confes,that hyls ar 
taken in their pꝛoper ſence foz hyls, and then 
the Citye builded vpon ſeuen hyls, without all 
controuerſy is the City of Rome. 

The fourth x laſt pzofe that I wyll take out 
of the holy ſcripture, is y laſt verſe of the ſame 
17.chapter, which is yet a moze plain deſcriptis 
of Rome, if any thing can be moze plaine, then 
that hath bene already ſpoken of .

Angel in plaine woꝛds expoundeth, that d wo⸗ 


man which S. John ſaw , which was the great 
whoze Babylon, is that great City which hath 
dofninion ouer the Kings of the earth. What 
b:aſen face is ſo mpudent,to deny that Rome 
was that great city, which had dominion ouer 
the kings ofthe carth at that tune, when this 
was ſpoken ? Oz what other city had dominion 
ouer the Rings ofthe earth in ſ. Iohns tims, but 
Rome: Vl ho is therfoze ſo froward and vnto⸗ 
ward, j he wi:l not acknowledge Babylon here 
to be plainly called Rome: If J ſhould name 
the chiefe City of England, who would not vn⸗ 
derſtand London: At à ſhould ſpeake of y cheit 
city of Erauncc,who would not conceiue Paris? 
And when the Angel named the chiefe citie ef p 
wozld, who could be ignozaunt , liuing in that 

C.y. tune, 
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time, oꝛ knowing the hiſtoꝛy of that time, that 
he vnderſtod it of the city of Rome, which was 
the Sx of the Emppꝛe, and from whence wee 
Could loke that Antichꝛiſt ſhould come , accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the foꝛmer pꝛophecies. Fo2 it is a ſhame 
in this place to fie vnto Allegoꝛies, and further 
expoſitions of this Angelicall interpꝛetation, 
which as J ſaid befoꝛe, if it be not cleare, playn, 
and eaſy to be vnderſtod, deſerueth not name 
of an expoſition: as when one knowen thing is 


expoũded by an other, as much oz moe vnkno⸗ 


wen, it is vayne, ſuperfluous, and ridiculous. 
Mherfoꝛe, whom any bandes of reaſon wyll 
hold in, they muſt be ſatilſied with the expoſitiõ 
of the Angel, that Babylon is Rome. Foz ſeing 
it was neceſſary foꝛ the church of God, to know 
as well the place wher Antichziſt ſhould ſit, as 
to be inſtructed ot᷑ his craft and cruelty : our ſa⸗ 
mour Chzift , the Authoz of thys Reuelation, 


would not ſuffer his conaregation to be ignoꝛãt 


therot, but ſent his Angel plapnly to interpꝛete 
and erpound the viſton ofthe great whoze, that 
the Church being thꝛoughly admeniſhed of her 
Wwickednes,+:initructed perfectly to know her, 
might moze calely take heede of her, fice from 
her, and abhozre her. So that accoꝛding to my 
pꝛomiſe J haue ſufficiently pꝛoued by autozity 
of holy Scripture, this fir ſt pꝛopoſition which 
Atoke in hand, that Babylon is Rome, Bat 
| u 
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But becauſe ſome ar af ſuch obſtinate ⁊ wil- 
ful frowardnes, that nothing will ſatiſfy them, 
but they wyl ſtyl grudge and repine, carpe and 
obiect againſt my interpꝛetacions of the holy 
ſcriptures (foꝛ the text they canot deny) 4 with 
them that are ſuch, if they like not thele expoſt- 
tions which 4 haue b2ought to the defactng af 

intichziſt + his religion, then that they admit 
and reuerence thsſe ex poſitions, which their 
own Authoꝛs bzing foz the maintenance of the 
Popes authszitp, ę bis religion. Of which lozt 
are theſs : God ( ſaith Moſes in Geneſis) made 
two great lights, the Sunne to rule the day, and 
the V loone to goucrn the night: That is, faith 
the famous Interpꝛeter, God oꝛdained p Pope 
and the Emperour to rule the wozld . By the 
Sunne is ment the Pope, e by the Mone the 
Emperour. And lake how much greater, aud 
moꝛe gloꝛiaus the Sunne is then the Pone, ſo 
much greater and moze glozious is the Pope, 
then the @mperoz . And not content with this 
be coũteth by Arithmatike how much greater 
the Sunne is in quantity , then the Pone, by 
p2opoztion that it hath to the earth, e ſo by ma⸗ 
ny parts he cõcludeth that the Pope is greater. 
then the Emperoz . But here a ma might he lp 
him, what by Geometry, 4 what by Arithma- 
tike,foz wheras the Sunneis.1

Againe D. Paule ſaith to the Corinthians. 1. 


Cor 2. The ſpiritual man iudgeth althings, and 


he himſelte 15 iudged of none. This ſpirituall 


man, ſaith the Inter pꝛeter, is Þ Pope, which is 
Judge of all the woꝛld, t map not be controlled 
of any man, no though he dzaw with hum innu 
merable ſoules into hel ficr, ther to be toꝛmen⸗ 
fed with the Deuil x him foz euer moꝛe, vet no 
man muſt be ſo bold as to finde fault with hum, 
oꝛ to ſay: Domine quid ita facis? Loꝛd, w do 
vou ſo?

barbam radant : We detr ( ſayth the Canon 
of an auncient Counſel ) that the Clergy ſhall 
neither wrars log herre, noꝛ ſhaue their beards 
The Gloſar finding this Canon to be ſo cleans 
contrary vnto the cuſtome of the popiſh Cler⸗ 
ay, who vſe to weare long here, and tc ſhane 
their beardes , thought he would d;aw it at the 
leaſt, if it would not teme by faire meanes, tc 
maint aine the la wdable cuſteme of the popiſhe 
Clergy : and by erpoſitien of one woꝛd, he nia- 
keth yp whole Canon to ſerue his turne. Ther⸗ 
foze Statuimus (ſaith he) which is we decree, is 
to be expounded foꝛ Abrogamus , which is, we 
diſanul 82 abzogate,and ſothe ſence afterward 
falleth out very plaine foz the popiſh Paieſtes 
thus: We diſanul that Pꝛieſts ſhould go with 
ut long heere, oꝛ vnſhauen beards. A right cũ⸗ 
ning interpꝛetation, and pꝛoper fo; the plate, F 
ſuch in effect are all thoſe p ſerue foꝛ the mains 
enance of the Popes authoꝛity & the religion 
f popery. Therfoze, he 9» is of ſo ſharpe iudge⸗ 
ient, that he wil miſlyke # refuſe thoſe playne 
poſitions, which J haue bzought ofthe places 
cfszealledged,+ except againſt them, as enfoꝛ⸗ 
ed, tonſtrained, and far fetched: let hy m lyke 
f,p2ayſe, magnify, and admire theſe interpae- 
ations, which are ſought out to vphold + eſta⸗ 
liſh the Popes thꝛone, his religion, as rights 
y,faithfully,q truly collected. Atyj idem jun- 
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gu Vulpes, & mulgeat Hircos, and by as god 
reaſsn let hun topne foʒ hys plough not Dres, 
but Fores, and mylks foz his paple, not thee 
Goates,but hee Geates, as the Poet ſaith. 
Now 4 I haue pꝛoued Babylon to be Rome 
by autoꝛite of ſcripture,it foloweth that J muſk 
Gew foꝛ the ſame, the conſent of auncient Doc⸗ 
tezs. And as in my fozmer pꝛobatiõ J touched 
onely ſuch places as did plainly, directly, 4 ma- 
nifeſtly ſet fozth my purpoſe : ſo in this behalfe 
A wil deale with the Doctozs. Not ſuch as they 
are wont toalledge againſt vs, names in dede 
sf great and reuerent antiquity, but wozkes of 
mere falſehod and fozgery , be wzaping theyz 
Authozs not tobe ſuch as they are fathered vp⸗ 
bn, but ſuch as out of the body of blindnes and 
ſuperſtition of much latter time, haue begotten 
them, Such are the decretal Epiſtels of the old 
Biſbops of Rome, Linus, Clemẽs, Anacletus. it 
Df wbich Clemens waitingto(.lames, fozſoth 


in his ſecend Cpiſtle chargeth him very earneſt 
ly, that d Pixe becleanly kept, ſo.Þ ther appere 
no Yyſe dong, oz any other filthynes among 
the fragments of the body ol Ch2it, with many 
ether apoſtolicalcomanndements , The impu 
dene of whoſe Authozs appeareth notably 1 
this, that wheras they were ignoꝛant Buzart 
that could not wꝛite true latin, ther Would af 
crive their conterfet Cpiſties to ſo 9 ta

Pon ſee by this 
teſtimonꝑ of Iræ neus, that this pzophecy of old 
time was vnderftod of Rome, and therefoze it 
is no new interpꝛetaci that Bab lon is Rome, 
and that the number of the Beats name is to 
be foun in one that beareth rule at Rome, Jf 
this erpoſition 02 explication of p Beaſts name 
bad bene demſedbp Luther, Zwynglius, oz Cal- 
uine, it might haue bene ſuſpetted, as a thyng 
imagined of ſpight and en up againtt the church 
of Rome, but wt it is baaught fozth by ſa gun⸗ 
cient a Dactoꝛ, which liued not many peres af- 
ter this Neuelation was geuen, as be him ſelfe 
ſaith, it was but a litle befoze his tyme , vnder 
Domitiane the Emperoz, which died 13. han⸗ 
dzed peres befoꝛe Luther was boꝛne: we muſt 
needes tavge it both tdbe very auncient, x vod 
of all partiallity . Wherfoze J'wyll paſſe oner 
diuers other applicattons of that number fo o⸗ 
they names, whych neuertheles hyt Baby lon 
honie, becauſs they baue bene ſonght out of late 
by ſuch as beare pll wyll vnto Rome. oz 1 
think this is ſufficient with all reaſonable men 
of equal indgemet,to pꝛeue that this is no new 
opinion to ſerke the Se of Antichziſt at Rome, 
They them ſelues to pꝛwue their doctrine ca⸗ 
tholike, alledge autozity of a 11. oz 12.hundzed 
yeres antiquty : behald this apinion is 1 3.02 14 
bundzed 
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hundꝛed yercs old, p Antichziſt ſhould be a Ro- 
mane, ⁊ that the M of his tyziny is at Rornc. 
The ſecond witnes of this alſertion, that R- 
bylonis Rome, is Lertullianus, a very aunc i- 
ent waiter alſo : Who in plaine wooꝛas affir- 
meth that Babylon ſigniſieth Rome, in þ third 
boke againſt Martion, which denyedy Chait 
bad a true body. Wherfoze Lertulliane vieth 
this reaſd againſt him: That thing which bath 
a figure of it, mult be a thing of truth , ; ſa Ki{- 
courſingof many things figured, a the figures 
of them,cometh to theſe wozds : Sic et Babylon 
apud Iohannem noſtrum, Rom. næ vrbis figu- 
ram portat, perinde & magnæ, & regno ſuper- 
bz, & ſanctorum debellatritis. Chat is to ſap: 
Euen [@ doth Babylon (in the Apoclips) af 
our {.lohn, beare the figure of the city of Rome, 
which is altogether as great, and as pzond in 
raigne,+ as great a perſecuter of the Sapntes, 
as Babilon was. You ſe therfoze moſt clearly 
and plainly,that I crtullzanc W al his learning 
could not inte rpꝛete theſe things Þ be wzttten 
in this Reaelation , concerning Babylon ta be 
applied to any other city then Rome. And he is 
alſo a witnes vopy of al partiallity oz affection 
to either part, of them that ſtriue in our dayes, 
Foz be departednere about, rig.hundzed peres 
befoze our tyme: why ſhould we not then bes 
credited in this caſe2 ? 
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Nell next vnto hym J wyll ioyne Chryſo- 
ſtome, in his Comentary vpon the ſecond Epi⸗ 
file to the Theſlalonians the ſetond chapter, in 
his fourth Homely. Where as ſ. Paule ſpea- 
king of the manifeſtation of Ancichziſt, ſayth, 
they knew what was the ſtay, that be was not 
—— reuealed: But when that ſtay is ta⸗ 
en awap, he ſhuld be reuealed in his due time. 
Chryſoltomeerpoiideth this ſtav, to be the Ro- 
mane Empire, which mult gene place vnto An⸗ 
tichꝛiſt. That like as the Perſians came in placs 
of the Chaldeans , the Grecians in place of the 
Percians,and the Romanes in plate ofthe Græ⸗ 
ciaus, euen ſo Antichꝛiſt ſhauidinuade the Em⸗ 
pire of the Romanes: Vacantem imperij prin- 
cipatum inuadet, & tentabit ad ſe capere homi- 
num & Dei imperium. Anttchailt ( ſaytbhe ) 
hal inuade the vacant p2incipallity of the Em⸗ 
pire, eſhal aſſay tod2aw vnto him ſelfthe Em 
pires both of God 4 men. And is it not manifcft 
that the Papacie grew r toke increaſe by the 
decay of the Empire, x at the fall of the Ponars 
chy challenged full poſſeſſion of all dominion, 
both ſpirituall and tempoꝛall: 3 
Ok the ſame iudgement is ſ. Ierome, waiting 
bpon the ſame place of Paule vnto Algaſia, in 
the eleuenth queſtion, whoſe woꝛdes are theſe; 
Nec vult apertedicereRomanum imperium de 


ſtruendun, quod ipli qui imperant æternum 


putant, 


ſpeake cotumelioully of the holy Mie of þ 2 
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putant, vnde ſecundum Apocalypſim Tohinis 
in fronte uratæ meretricis ſcriptum eſt no- 
men blaſphemiæ, id eſt Romæ æternæ. &c. that 
is: Neither wil he openly ſay, that the Romanc 
Empire ſhould be deſtroped, which they that 
gouerne it thinke to be everlaſting , wherefozs 
accozding to the Renelation of ſ. loin, in ths 
fozebead ol the purple whoze ther is wzitten a 
name of blaſphemi, which is, Rome euerlaſting 
Loe here another witnes of god antiquity, and 
ſufficient credit, which not onely agreeth plain 
ly with Chryſoſtome, that Antichzift Gould 
take poſſeſſion ofthe Romane Empire, when it 
ſhould be decayed in the Emperours ; but alſo 
moſt ly agreeing with I crtulliane,calleth 
that Babylonicall trumpet, which is deſcribes 
in the 17.chapter of this Apocalips,that purple 
whoze of Rome, i the name of the blaſphempe 
fo be, Rome euerlaſting: As though hee had 
beard the Pope bꝛag of the eternity of his Dæ, 
which he ſaith is the Rocke, againſt which the 
gates of hel canot pzeuaile. But he is fowly bs 
giled,foz Rome the o of his Popedome, is by 
ſ. Ieromesi t, that Babylon of who the 
Angel pꝛeacbeth, » howſoener the boaſt of her 
eternity: She is fallen, ſhe is fallen, euen Baby · 
lon that great city, & neuer ſhal riſe againe. 
They cry out agaynft vs, that we rayle,and 
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when we call Rome ths whoze of Babilon: but 
when the old Doctours (to whoſe iudgement 
they them ſelues appeale from the authozity of 
theſcripture) fearenof ſo plainlyin their wav 
tings, to paynt out the Baby lonycall trumpet 
in her right coulozs,4 in flat wozds to ſay ſhe is 
Rome the mother of al abominations, e the © 
of Antich2ift : why ſhould we be blamed fo (ay 
ing as we are taught by them? Andefpectally 
of thoſe mon that make ſo great vauntes., that 
the tudgement is altogether on their de: by 
whom they offer to be tryed, when they dare 
not abide the iudgement ofthe Scriptures. As 
gaine, conſider Jp2ay you of the old Docto2s, 
befoꝛe Antichziſt were openly reuealed, did vn⸗ 
derſtand by ths ſcriptures, that he ſhouts pt at 
Rome: what thinke you would they haue ſa 
and witten, if they had lyued in theſe dayes , # 
know?n and ſene all that was pꝛophecied ta bg 
fulſilled in hun, wyth what confidence ſuppoſe 
ve, they wald haue inueyed againſt hum? With 
bow open mouthes would they haue cryed aut 
vpon him? At leaſt wyſe ds you not thinke in 
your conſcience, that when they had conſidered 
the airtozity of the Pope, 4 his wholeſome doc- 
trine, they would haue chaunged their minds, 
and recantcd their wzitings againſt Rome, and 
repented that euer they had calledher g purple 
whoze of Baby1on, ſeing the is the hal mother 
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thurch of Rome, tho e of the nroſt holy father 
the Pope, the head ofthe ſamechurch? J mut 
needes ſay thus much in pour brhalfe (© ye 


ue ) as yilas I lone vou, that if Hicrome, 


ertulliane, and the reſt ofthe Doctozs dyd ſo 
account of Rome as you affirms of them, they 
were much to blame to defame her wpth ſuch 
odious names, as to tall her the purple whozs 
of Baby lon, Which muſt needes mals her vehe⸗ 
mently ſiſpected to be the church of Antichzitt, 
and not of Chꝛiſt. Foz what Papilt in theſe 
dayes dars ſay, that which Hicrome ſayd, that 
Rome ts that purple harlot Babylon-which . 
John ſpeakethofin the Apocalips? The lame 
Hierome in his 13boke of Comentaries ofthe 
pzophecy of Eſay, vpon the 47 chap. wziteth in 
thismaner : Licet ex co quod iuxta 20 ſcnptiy 
eſt &/yarve Baba ,id eſt fiſia Baby lonis, nõ 
ipfum + fry on quidam, ſed Romanam vr- 
bem interpretantur,quz in — lohan- 
nis & FriRola Petri Baby lon ſpecialliter appel- 
latur,&c.Zhatis : F902 as mach as the ſcucnty 
Interpꝛeters wzite, net the daughter Babylon, 
but the Daughter of Babylon, ſome doe inter⸗ 
pꝛete therof, not Babylon in Chaldea, but ths 
City of Rome, which in the Neuelation of ſaint 
lohn, t the Epiſtle of Peter, is ſpectallye called 
Babylon. Note that Hierome in this place, ac⸗

needed Hicrome in this place, ſo odiouſty 4 con 
tumeliouſly to call Rome by the name of Babi 
lon, but Þhe could neuer conſider Rome others _ *

fo; in other places, wher he interp2eteth ß ſerip 
tures 4 Pꝛopbecies, concerning Antich zit, wo 
may leſſe maruel if be interpzete Babylon foz 
Rome, betauſe no reaſon could leade him toex- 
— it otherwiſe: But here talking pleaſif- 
y with bis friend , what necefſitys compelled 
dim to vſe ſich deſcriptions of Rome, but that 
this perſuaſion was fo deepely grauen in hys 
minde, that Babylon is Rome, that neither in 
earneftnozteft he could foꝛget it, but is alwaies 
barping vpon it, as though he thought ſcozne to 
call Rome by any other name, then that he had 
learned in the ſcriptures, to be Babylon, & the 
pu Barlot. Foz inlykemaner, w2iting ts 
rcclla a vertuons Gentleweman of Rome, 
whom he allured to fozfake Rome, x to dwell

Antichziſt to be ſought no where but at Rome. 
Primaſius alſo, a very auncient walter, who 
like wiſe comenteth vpon the 1 
deth theſe pꝛophecies of Antich2ilt to be fulfil 
led in Romane empire, ⁊ of the city of Roms. 
. Augiſtine in his wozke De Ciuitate Dei, 
not once oꝛ twiſe, but oftentimes is bold tu ca 
Rome Babylon, f Babylon Rome, as in his 16.

impꝛiſonments, exquiſite toꝛments, ⁊ cruel bur 
nings, thep neuer a whit dunmmiſh, but rather 
increaſe, as God hath pꝛouided, that the blod of 
the Party: s ſhould be the ſeede of the Church. 
And they ar moꝛe then obſtinate, if they do not 
acknowledge that this matter is gouerntd fro 
God abone. Fo2 if it had bene of men, it muſt 
nta des haue decayed befoꝛe this time , and haut 
tumt tonaught, as Gamalicl ſayd of p doctrine 
of the Apoſtels. Therfoꝛe in ſi ghting againtt it, 
they ſhew tbem ſelues but after the maner of 
the old Giants, to make war againſt God. ©; 
as it is contayned in this pꝛop heey, p Antichʒiſt 
ſhould gather together the P2inces of the earth 
to make battail againſt hun that ſitteth vpon p 
white Yozſe, whoſe name is the woꝛd of God, 
but al to their own vtter confuſion x deftructis. 
Fo2 the wozd of Gov muſt conquer and pꝛeuail

Al- 
though they cloſe their eyes neuer ſo obſtinatly 
againtt the light of Gods wo2d, yet ſome effect 
of the beames of fozce wil pearce euen thzough 
their epe lids, And that they them ſelues canof 
diſſembie,although they would neuer ſo faine, 
but that tbey haue bene deceiued wyth groſſe 
erro28,4 ſhameful ſuperſticions. Their Pars 
dons, their Pilgrimages, their Legends: who 
is now ſo blinde, that ſereth not how the wozld 
bath bens ſeduced by them ? And the ſamplicity 
of the people abuſed to ſatiſfy their vnſatiable 
couetouſnes. As foz the greateſt Patrones of 
Popery that oe learned,they cannot deny, but 
that great errozs baue bene recevued t faught 
fo; truthes : yea þ Pope himſelf hath acknow⸗ 
ledged, that muny erreurs haue crept into the 
church, yea even into the Paſſe, but the refoꝛ⸗ 
mation ofthem pertaineth to him alone, ⁊ tbe 
general councel , But what hope of refoꝛmatiõ 
is to be loked fo; at their hands, let it be ſene in 
the decrees of the laſt councel of Trent , What 
litls Piſe thoſe great mountaynes in ſo many 
veres trauel haue bzought fozth. In foztpe oz 
fifty peres conſultacion, two great matters res 
fozmed: One foꝛ Pardoners not to be cõmon 
Pedlers, another foz the Communion in both 
kindes, to thoſe that deſirs it: ſo they confes if 
; Were as god in one kinde, and agree aca" 
ſ m 
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in al other pointes of Popery . Vet all was not 
wel, they confes by their cozrection. And as toz 
the greateſt pillers and Pꝛoctoꝛs they baue, it 
they be pzeſſed nere, acknowledge a great drale 
moze. As one that landed lateip at Yarmouth, 
befoze witnes of god crediteceVified, that if be 
might be ſatiſfiſed in two pointes, concerning ß 
Popes ſupzemacy,t the real pꝛeſence, fo; other 
atters he would not greatly ſtriue. So that J 
will conclude that Babylon is fallen in riches, 
power,in credit ofdoctrine,not onely w pꝛo⸗ 

eſtants, but euen with Papiſts them ſelues. 
But now J kriow what wyll be obiected a⸗ 
ainſt me, that I haue traveled all in vayne, to 
zoue that Babylon is fallen, t that Baby lou is 
ome: And 5ᷣ A haue abuſed the textes ot ſcrip⸗ 
ure, and ſentences of old ZDoctozs to pꝛoue the 
ame , Foz what ſoeuer is contained, either in 
he ſcripture, oz inthe waiting of the auncient 
octo2s,to pꝛoue that Baby lon is Rome, is to 
e vnderſtod of Rome vnder the heathen Em⸗ 
erours , not vnder the Popes : And that all 
s while J bane wꝛeſted the ſcriptures , + en- 
2ced the Doctozs to affirme that which they 
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the churchef Cyzift , t which is pꝛincipallp cal 
ted Antich2iff , could not be any of the heathen 
Cmperozs,neither the ſtate ofthe heathen Mo 
narchy, à wil make it manifeſt by plain demo 
trations . And firſt I wil retain this pzincix 
fuffictently pꝛoued befdze,that Rome is the Da 
of Antichziſt, and that by autozity of ſcriptur 
and conſent of auntient waiters, we can ſ&ke 
dim no wher,but in the Romane Empire.

4 the bottomles pyt . But chicfly let vs conſider, 
that the beaſt, although he be but one, pet in the 
accompt he ſtandeth foz two, foꝛ he is p ſeuenth 
bead, t the tight alſs : And remember that the 
Pope challengeth double authozity,namely the 
power of both ſwoꝛdes, the ſpiritual t the tem- 
poꝛal. Do that in this expoſition, althings agree 
moſt aptly . Againe, it is maniſeſt in the ſcrip⸗ 
tures; that Antichʒiſt ſhould deceiue the woꝛld 
with falſe doctrine, vnder pꝛetence 4 conlloz of 
true religion, therfoꝛe ſo often times the ſcrip⸗ 
ture warneth men, that they be not ſcduced by 
hun, which were needcles,ifany open pꝛofeſſed 
enemp of Chziſt ſhould be that Antichziſt. Foz 
there is no likeiphod, v an heathen man, a le 
oʒ a Lurkc,ſhuld deceiue any multitude of true 
Chꝛiſtiãs, but he that vnder the pzetence of the 
name of Chziſt,ſeketh moſt of all to veface the 
vonoz of Chaift : he is a ſubtil aduer ſary, ⁊ the 
vſur very ſpirit of Antichziſt, as D. lohn alſoin oys 
Seal Cpiſtle doth teſtify . Foz inp ſecond chap, ſpea 


king of thoſe Antichziſtes which were the fs: 
GC.j. runners 
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rumſtrs of y great Antichꝛiſt, be ſheweth that 
they went out from the church: e in the fourth 
chap. be calleth them falſe ꝛophetes, and teas 
cheth them how to know y ſpirit of Antichaiſt, 
He that denieth 1ES VS tobe Chriſt, he that 
denietli that IESV S Chriſt is come in the 
fleſh. That is, he that derogateth anye thing 
from the honoꝛ of Jeſus to be Chꝛiſt, and in his 
fleſh to haue perfoꝛmed the ful wozke of mans 
redemption, as pᷣ Mope doth moſt blaſphemouſ⸗ 
lo, he is Antichziſt: and who ſo teacheth anys 
ſuch dactrine,ſpeaketb by p ſpirit of Antichziſt: 
Foz the teſtimony of IES VS, is the ſpirit of 
pꝛopbeep. Seing therfoze that S. John accomps 
teth Antichziſt fo2 one that is gone from the 
Church „r foꝛ a faiſe Pꝛophet, it is clears that 
Antichꝛiſt is ns heathen Tmpero;z, Which was 
neuer ofthe Church, noꝛ anpe falſe Paophet, 
that tone vpon him to teach in the church. The 
ſame may be laid of Naliomet, who neuer pꝛo⸗ 
feſſed hun ſcife to be a Ch121ſttan,noz yet a Pꝛo⸗ 
phet in the Caurch of Couit, pzetending to vp⸗ 
hold the religion of Ch21ll Þ. but an open enemy 
oi the Oaſpell,and of our @auigur Chatlk, alto⸗ 


gether without the Church. By theſe argue | 


ments J doubt not, but ail men may ſe, that 
ſe:ngBabylo1is Rome , and that the head of 
Babylon is Antichiſt, tłat he cannet be any of 
the heathen Cmperozs,but even the Pepe 4 
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ſelfe . And therfoꝛe Jconclude, achte foury 

text, p Rome is fallen, if Babylon by fallen. 
Dow remaineth the laſt part that J pzomi- 
ſed fo entreate of, namely the cauſe of Gods ſa 
yu wdgemet againſt Babylon, that he hath 
creed her utter ouerthzow and dzsſiruction, 
which the Angel compꝛehẽdeth in theſe wozds: 
Becauſe {he hath made al Nations dronke with 
the wyne of the fury of her fornication , That 
is: She hath deceived all the wozld wyth falſe 
doctrine, which he compareth vnto twe kindes 
of vices, wherby men are ſo deceived, that they 
lerſe al right iudgement: Dronkennes and For- 
nication, Foz as theſe t wo vices do allure men 
to tanmmit them, by coueting of vayne delecta⸗ 
cion that is in them: euen ſo Babylon hath en- 
ticed all men lyke an other Circe, to dzinke of 
the cup of her delectable errs2s, and ts commit 
moſt filthy foꝛnication with her idolatrous res 
ligion. Foz of all other religions to the carnall 
man, none is ſo pleaſant as Popery is, in whtch 
ve ſo many kindes of fatiſfaction to be obtay- 
ned, both in this life, + after men be dead, that 
there is no greater ſecurity of an htpocrite to 
| leepe in, then in the 7aire promiſes of Poperpe. 
And that cauſeth ſo many willingly to embzace 
it,x ſo loth to vepart from it, becauſe they wold 
ſtyil continue without checke of true doctrme, 
which calleth mento dy” th and amends 
ij. 
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ment of lyfe,o2 els thꝛeateneth eternal damn a⸗ 
tion. Foz howſoeuer it pleaſeth them tocharge þ 
the doctrine of the Goſpell with cauſe of ſecu⸗ 
rity,if may eaſely be ſene by compariſon of it, 
with the dactrine of Popery, whether be cauſe 
of ſecurity : that which teacheth no ſatiſfaction 
but one,fo2 them that be pemtent in this lyfe: & 
oz theirs that hath ſo many waies to merite re⸗ 
wardes, t to ſatiſfy fo2 ſynnes,not onely while 
men lpue in the woꝛld, but alſs foz them that 
are already gone out of it , Andther is no wine 
ſo ſ werte to the taſte ofa carnall man, as that 
which maketh hym dꝛonke with opinion of his 
own rigbteduſnes, as it is tht nature of ſtrong 
wyne, to make very Cowardes thynke them 
ſelues to be valiant Champions: and ſuch is þ 
ths cup of pspiſh doctrine, contapning merites | 
and ſatiſfactions. 

Agayne , when we conſider that Antichziſt 
Gould make men dꝛonke wyth hys erroneous | 
doctrine, we maruel leſſe how men could be ſo 
blinded and infatuate, that they could not ſee 
and perceive ſuch groſſe errours, and manifeſt { 
vntruthes as are in Popery , Foz as they that 
are ouercome with the ſtrength of wyne, haue 
loft the riabt v(e,both of their wyt, and of their 
ſences: euen ſo they that are dzonke with the 
hereticall doctrine of Papiſtry, do grope in tbe 
cleare light of the ONE ſe not 3 
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ma- þefo2mity, though all the wozld beſide cry out 
arge pfthem. Jn line maner, they that be onercoms 
ecus fvith the vnhoneſt loue of Harlots, haue they: 
f it, feaſon ſo impꝛiſoned in coꝛrupt affaction and 
auſe foltſh fantaſy, that they are at liber tpe neither 
tion to ſe their own folly, no2 admit any wyſe and 
yfe: godly counſel . Mo it fareth with thoſe that the 
e res Pabylonicall Circe the church of Rome hath al⸗ 
hile Jured by her enchauntments , to commit ſpiri⸗ 
ual fozmcatton with her, they cannot abide fo 
heare the voice ef them that calleth them out of 
at damnable eſtate, ſo highly they pleaſe them 
clues in their own miſery , as if they were in 
aſe of perfect felicity. This is chiefeſt of their 
donkenes, this is chiefeſt of their foznication, 
and this is the iuſt iudgement of God, that they 
which haue ſhut vp their eares from hearyng 
he truth, ſhould be deceiued with ſtrong delu⸗ 
ons, that they mygbt beleue lyes. Further- 
moꝛe, by the names of theſe vices, the Angell 
ompꝛehendeth all other vices that followe of 
hem, as intemperancy.arrogancp, impudencp, 
and ſuch like as are wont to follow dꝛonken⸗ 
s and incontinence. Jo theſe crunes go not 
naccompanied, foz wher either of them is, com 
monly both will be, 2 they haue either of them, 
nd both together, their trayne to wayte vpon 
hem. And all theſe we ſe to haue ouerflowed 
in Rome the Weſterne Babylon, as ar —5 
vife, 
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ſelfe, though ſhe haue a bꝛaſen fo2ehead, and be] d. 
paſt al ſhame, cannot deny altsgether. And be⸗ b. 
cauſe of theſe ſe great and haynous enozmities a 
the iuſt ſentence of God, pzonounced here by 
the Angel, is come vpon her, that ſhe is now in ſol 
her fall and decay, as ſhe was once in ber ruſfe 
and glozy, But this eſpecially is to be noted, ol 
that the Angell bere ſaith, that She ſ hould de · la 
ceiue al nations with the fury of her fornicatis, [9 
Foz thys is the great vniuerſallity that they 
make ſo great bzaages ol, and would haue it ta ſce 
be a certaine Note and Parcke of the catyoltke JS" 
church to be vniuerlal: Beholdthe Angel here o 
ſaith in plapne woꝛdes, that all nacions ſhould 
dꝛinke of the wyne of the fury of her fe2nicatis 
on. Uher is then the vymucrſall conlent and 
vnity of all nacions in religion, that maketh a 
true religion: And pet vnmerſallity and vanity 
be two great pillers of the Church of Rome. 
And foz my part do not enui her thoſe marks 
which fhee challengeth of vniuerſallity and vni⸗ 
ty, (although wer migyt ſtand in law with ber 
fo: them ) but let her peaceably emoy them: foz 
they may helpe to pꝛoue her tobey falſe church 
of Antichꝛiſt but they cannot make her to bs 
the true church of Cyꝛiſt. We ſe plapnly that 
Babylon hath here vniuerſallity and vmty , foz #'® 
ſhe maketh al nations to dzinke of the furious 
wine or her tg2nication ; but pᷣ church of Chzilfz 
as 
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d bel as he hunſelf ſaith,is a ſmal flocke, and him ſelf 

d be⸗ by Sy mcon is (aid to be a ſigne of contradictio, 
ties a marks that is gavnſaid of moſt men. 

> by] And bere alſo is anſweredone great mighty 

win lobiection, wher with they thinke to cheke vs: 

uſfe That ſeing the church oſ Chꝛiſt, is the @pcuſe 

ted, of Chiſt, bow could it be that Chzift ſheuld fozs 

ſake bis Spouſe, and ſuffer ber to centinue in 

damnable errours, ſo many kundzed cares? 

Whby, Chaiſt him ſelfe declareth , that the de⸗ 

ceites and crrozs of falſe Pzcphets ſhould be ſo 

great, that if it were poſſible , the very Clect 

ould be deceiued. Yea, ther ſhould be ſuch a 

iſerable diſperſion,that ſcarſe two true Pac⸗ 

eſſoꝛs of his name ſhould remayne together in 

ne plale, and yet the holy band of Unity ſuculd 

e in the head, which is sur ſauicur Chaikt : fo 

her ſoeuer the carce ſſe is, thether the Eagles 

ould be gathered. And S. Paule in maniſeſt 

92ds declareth, that the ſecond cemming of 

Alt ſwould not be, befoze ther were a genes 

all Apoſtaſp, that is:a departure frenithe true 

atth e religion of Chꝛiſt, and that the ſonne of 

erdition Antichailt were openly ſhe wrd. And 

n this Keuelattcn how orten is it ſayd , that 

ntichziſt ſhould deteiut all the wozld, all nas 

ions, people, and tonges, and that the Church 

f Chaiſt ſhould be dꝛiuen into the wildernes, 

ut ofthe ſight ol the wozld , and ther remayns 
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a ſpace , vntyll ſhe ſhould be bzought agayne to 
light and open knowledge of all men? As it is 
come to paſſe this day, Gods nam be therf 
euerlaſtingly pꝛapſed. 

But becauſe J bane occupied long tyme , 
wyll dꝛaw to an end: Foz by that 4 baue.ſayd, 
A truſt it doth ſufficiently appeare , that Go 
acco2ding to his righteous iudgement, hath 
termined vtteriy to ouerthzow Babylon, b 

cauſe ſhe bath deceined all nacions wyth th 
wyne ofthe fury of her foznication , And no 
it reſteth onelp, that I ſpeake a woꝛd oz two 
the voyce of the third Angell, which ts a conſe 
quent ofthis my tert , andſerneth verye aptl 
foz the concluſion of my Sermon. 

The third Angell followed, crying wyth 
loude vopce, and ſaping: If any man ſhal wor 

{hip the Beaſt or hys Image, or receyue hy 
— <1 on his forehead, or in his hand, or {hal 
acknowledge anye obedience or reuerence t 
him, as willing to drinke of the cup of Baby loi 
fornication, theſame ſhall drinke of the wy 
of the furye of Gods wrath , whych,1is poure 
forth vnmingled, into the great cup of G 
auger, and they ſhall be tormented wyth fi 
& brymſtone, before the Lambe and his hol 
Angels, and the ſmokeof their torments ha 
aſcend for cuermore, and they ſhall haue n 
reſt diy nor nygnt from extreme . 
tn 
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that worſhip the Peaſt, or { hew any reuerence 
vnto Antichriſt , The effect is in few woꝛdes: 
Chat hozirible, intollerable, and eternall toz⸗ 
mentes remayne fo; all them, that now eſpe⸗ 
ciallp, when Babylon is now diſcouered, wyll 
haue any thing to do with her damnable erro2s 
and pernicious doctrine , Fo2 howſocuer igno⸗ 
rance befoze her fall, though it were inexcuſc- 
able,yet ſemed to diminiſh the greatneſt of the 
crune : Now that ber wickednes is spenly diſs 
plaied, no pꝛetence tan ſaue men from the ex⸗ 
tremitp of Gods wzath, if they wyl ſtyll obſti⸗ 
nately continue in her hereũes. 

Let vs therfoze pzay vnto almighty God in⸗ 
ffantly,that al men in their vocation may ſeeke 
the v ouerthzow and deſtruction of Baby- 
lon : that Pzinces and Pagiſtrats may, actoꝛ⸗ 
ding ts the pꝛophecies of them, bate her with a 
out hat red, and vtterly abolyſh what ſoeuer 

elongeth to her: that they may reward her, 
as ſhe hath rewarded vs, and geue her double 
puniſhment , accoꝛding to her wozkes : and in 
the cup of affliction that che hath poured fooꝛth 
foz vs, they map poure fozth double as much to 
ber, And loke how muche the bath glozyfied 
her ſelfe, and lyued in wattonnes ( which was 
without meaſure ) ſo much they may beſtows 
vpon her of ſozrowano tozments , That Pꝛea⸗ 
chers and Yiniſters of Gods wozd, map plain⸗
